Supreme Court 


Upholds Gov't 
On Tax Cases 


WASHINGTON tr-The Supreme 
Court today generally upheld one 
of the government's main weapons 
in prosecuting income tax evaders 
—establishing a taxpayer’s origin­ 
al “ net worth.’' 
Acting on four cases, the high 
court upheld three tax evasion con­ 
victions and reversed a lower court 
which had dismissed the conviction 
of another defendant. 
To show that a person has failed 


to report large sums of current 
income, the government must at 
tempt ti* prove his “ net worth’’ or 
income prior to the year or years 
in question. 
In three of the four cases, the 
defendants said they had saved 
large sums of money over a period 
of years 
But the government at­ 
tempted to prove that the money 
was earned during the period the 
defendants were alleged to have 
understated their income

Seven Children 
Among Dead; 4 Aged 
Persons in Rest Home

A scries of spectacular fires 
killed 15 persons and caused almost 
one million dollars in 
property 
damage in the 24 hours up to dawn 
today. 
At least 18 other persons were 
injured. 
Seven of the dead were t-tnall 
children and four others were eld 
erly inmates of a rest home. 
The latest deaths wore caused 
when fire swept through the Mar- 
Under rest home at Germantown, 
Md., before dawn today. 
In addi 
tion to the four dead, 14 oth< r eld­ 
erly persons were injured. 
Dam­ 
age to the big frame building was 
reported heavy. 
Wind Whips Flames 
Almost all of the fires Sunday 
and today were whipped by strong 
winds resulting I rom a cold front 
which brought the chilliest weather 
of the season to the eastern hall 
of the country. 
Five children of Mr. and Mrs. 
Reginald De Baggis died in their 
flaming farm home Sunday night 
at Franklin. Mass. 
De Baggis. 30, 
was burned seriously and cut by 
glass but managed to save his wife 
and a sixth child, an infant 
At Kewanee, 111., lire wiped nut 
a family of four — Mr and Mrs 
Charles Frantzen and their chil 
dren 
Carol, 2, and 
Richard, 4 
months. 
Both fatal homo fires were blam 
ed on defective heating systems. 
Iowa Has Three Fires 
Iowa suffered three severe fires. 
One. at Sioux City, damaged ex­ 
tensively four business establish­ 
ments in the Morningside Masonic 
Building with the total loss esti­ 
mated 
at $250,000 
to $500,000. 
Flames raged out of control for 
four hours and it took firemen 
nine hours to put the fire out 
At Rockwell City, Iowa, a lumber 
yard and office were destroyed ear 
ly Sunday with the loss estimated 
at $150,000 
A nearby home was 
damaged and firemen had a hard 
fight to keep the flames from 
spreading to a second lumberyard 
across the street. 
The interior and contents of a 1 
hardware store at Glidden, Iowa, 
suffered $30,000 damage in a blaze 
so hot the television sets “ melted 
away” and plate glass windows 
were shattered. 
Junkyard Burns 
A block-long junkyard was de­ 
stroyed at Bloomington, 111., by 
flames which for a time endanger­ 
ed several nearby homes as 15-mile- 
an-hour winds sent 
smoke 
and 
sparks over a wide area. The loss 
to the Morris Tick Salvage Co. was 
estimated at $250,000. 
Flames could be seen 14 miles 
away. Firemen were hampered by 
low water pressure. 
One fire at Chicago caused $100,- 
000 damage while a second injured 
two persons and was blamed for a 
heart attack suffered by a fire 
man. 
An explosion rocked the Reilly 
Tar and Chemical Corp. building 
on the South Side just as firemen 
arrived in response to a wutch 
man’s alarm 
No one was injured 
but it took firemen five hours to 
control the blaze. 
Man, Wife Burned 
Oswald Kohn, 51. and his wife 
Alberta. 48, were burned when fire 
broke out as they were installing 
a gas stove in their basement. Fire 
Lt. Edward Patton. 43, was strick­ 
en by a heart attack while light­ 
ing the fire which caused $10,000 
damage. 
Dallas’ brand new 40-story Re 
public National Bank building was 
the scene of a small fire, whipped ‘ 
by stiff breezes, that broke out in 
a lumber shed on the roof. 
The 
fire sent forth clouds of heavy 
smoke but caused no serious dam­ 
age. 
The blaze was one of several 
that have broken out since con-1 
struction began on the building.

WASHINGTON IP—Dave Sparks, 
Washington Redskins lineman, died 
of a heart attack that could not 
be attributed to any football in­ 
jury, the Arlington county (Va.) 
coroner reported today. 
The 26-year-old player collapsed 
and died a few hours after he play­ 
ed against the Cleveland Browns 
Sunday. An autopsy today reveal- I 
ed that Sparks suffered a coronary 
thrombosis. 
Dr. W. C. Wei bu rn. the coroner 
who performed the autopsy, said 
there were indications 
that the 
youth suffered “ severe heart dam­ 
age during a period about 24 hours 
before the game.” 
Sparks appeared well during the 
game, even after an injury. 
He 
did not complain of feeiing ill in 
the dressing room and was joking 
with newsmen just before leaving 
for a dinner date. 
He was dining at the home of 
p friend. Army Lt. Dominic Coelia, 1 
at nearby Arlington, Va., when he 
complained of severe chest pains. 
He gasped for breath and suddenly 
collapsed. 
A police ambulance took him to 
Arlington hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead on arrival 
Sparks, who was single, was sur 
vived by his father, Walter Sparks 
of Lorain. Ohio.
